Mr. Northrup was elected chairman 
and a full discussion of the present 
law, as applied to mining in_ this 
county, was held, The whole mining 
situation in North Hastings was most 
thoroughly reviewed, and many valu- 
able suggestions made which would 
tend to the better development of this 
great industry. The gist of the vari- 
ous suggestions made were embodied 
in the following resolutions which 
were unanimously passed, and which 
will be presented to the Government 
for consideration in framing their 
new mining law :— 

1.—The title to minerals should be 
absolutely separate and free from any 
rights or claims of lumbermen. 

2.—Tax titles should be valid from 
date of deed, 

38.—The Goyernment at the begin- 
ning of the year should give the Clerk 
of each Township a list of lands own- 
ed by them, and thereafter send to 
him the number and concession of 
each lot subsequently sold, immediate- 
ly after sale, 

4,—Pxisting timber licenses to be 
investigated and their present posi- 
tion and effects ascertained. 

5.—The Government_ should con- 
tinue assistance giyen by former 
Government, to~make ‘roads .into 
mines, particularly in the locality of 
their own lands, 

6—Underall charters of Mining Com- 
panies there should be the right to the 
minority to appeal to the Government 
or to the Court to compel the major- 
ity to work the property or haye the 
property sold. 

7.—The rights of employees should 
be extended on the same principle as 
under the Mechanics Lien Acts, so 
that the Company's interests in mines, 
buildings, and machinery should be 
liable, 

8,—There should be no royalty or 
mining tax, us this would at once put 
an end to mining in this county. 

9, The affidavit of the prospector 
alone should be sufficient without the 
affidavits of two others as at present 
required, 

10,—That the Commission be request- 
ed to urge upon the Ontario Goyern- 
ment to use its influence with the 
Dominion Goyernment, so that all 
mining machinery (not made in 
Canada) should come in free of duty. 

11.—That this section should be 
made a mining district. 

12.—That the Hydro-Electric Oom- 
mission should be requested when 
examining the water power in the 
county of Hastings to consider the 
impetus a cheap electric power would 
give our mining industry. 

18,—That two mining experts 
should be appointed to be known as 
Inspectors of Governmentlands, One 
for the Proyince east and the other 
for the proyince west of Port Arthur, 
who should inspect and report to the 
Government on all disputes touching 
mining claims. 

14.—That the prospector should be 
protected as far as is consistent with 
the mining interests of the county, 

15,—That the mill test of ores at the 
School of Mines at Kingston should be 
given at cost. 

16.—That_ a bounty or other assist- 
ance should be giyen the arsenic in- 
dustry, 

17.—That corundum should be treat- 
ed the same as other minerals, saye 
that it should be required to be milled 
in the county. 

18.—-That the miners’ bonus of 50 
cents a ton now paid does not attain 
the desired end and could well be 
withdrawn, but it is hoped that the 
commission will lay before the Domin- 
ion Government the advisability of 
imposing a duty on iron ore of 75 cts. 
per ton for the protection of the iron 
industry in the county. 

After the above resolutions had 
heen formally adopted by the meet- 
ing, the following gentlemen were ap- 
pointed « delegation to attend the 
Mining Conyention to be held in To 
ronto in the month of November and 
to support the claims of this important 
district :

To the Iditor of The Revirw. 

During the past fortnight Coe Hill 
has been the subject of much unfair 
criticism concerning her relation to 
the preyailing scare of small-pox, The 
“et tu Brute” came to hand when the 
Marmora Herald of October 26th ar- 
rived at our office. In view of the 
disastrous effect of such an uncalled 
for editorial I would like to place the 
truth of the prevailing conditions be- 
fore your readers, 

In the township of Chandos, in the 
county of Peterboro, und adjacent to 
our own township of Wollaston, there 
has been,I believe, a scrofulous disease 
of a contagious nature infecting 
many people. It was correctly diag- 
nosed as chicken-pox of a more or less 
severe type. Two weeks ago some 


cases were detected in another part 
which showed symptoms of small-pox, 
the origin of which can be traced to a 
distant part of the country. In the 
meantime a resident of Chandos, who 
had been exposed to the latter infec- 
tion, went to Toronto where he had 
occasion to apply to the City Hospital 
for treatment, and while there he 
broke out ina vash which was diag- 
nosed by the authorities as small-pox. 
Be it obseryed that the residence of 
this man is not eyenin the township 
of Wollaston, He merely came here 
to catch his train, but from the tone 
of the papers, upon Coe Hill has been 
placed the blame and responsibility, 

Within twelve hours after the sus- 
picion of small-pox got abroad the 
Health Committee of Wollaston im- 
mediately stopped all entrance be- 
tween our township and that part of 
the township of bandos which was 
infected or exposed to infection. All 
schools and churches were closed and 
no meeting of a public nature was al- 
lowed to take place, Every prevent- 
ive measure possible was adopted, al- 
though there was but one suspicious 
case and it was on the border of the 
infected neighborhood. © This house- 
hold, as well as all others that had 
been visited by people from the infect- 
ed neighborhood, were quarantined 
for the required period and until 
thorough disinfection had taken place. 

Reader, kindly compare one case in 
the township of Wollaston with one 
hundred in the mind of the editor of 
the Marmora Herald. Can anything 
be more disastrous to the confidence 
placed upon ‘‘Press opinion” than that 
opinions closely akin to slander and 
based wpon untruth should be rashly 
cirenlated by a paper which makes a 
claim of representing county interest? 
What must have been the state of 
mind of the writer of thatarticle when 
he was seeing one hundred cases when 
only one existed? Should not his own 
conclusions fall upon his own pate for 
the safety of himself and community, 
viz: “transportation to some foreign, 
desolate island ?” 

As the paper is edited anonymously 
bearing neither name of proprietor or 
editor we must consider its edition as 
being of a composite or patchwork 
nature for, otherwise, we can hardly 
reconcile the appearance of such an 
article with a poem published in the 
same issue entitled ‘ Let something 
good be said”; unless the clue is to be 
found in that the convictions (?) of the 
individual changes as easily as the 
page is turned oyer ; being of an evan- 
escent kind that appear in one form 
only to disappear and present them- 
selves in another form temporarily 
more adapted to his chungeful fancies. 

“Our citizens, if Coe Hill had their 
way, soon would have to deny that 
they were from Hastings.” Rather 
should the Marmora citizens be 
ashamed that from their midst should 
emanate statements beneath the dig- 
nity of the public press. When, how- 
eyer, the writer had recourse to Pope 
to obtain poetic expression to his 
wrathful tirade did he not also find 
there the following: ‘tA little learn- 
ing is a dangerous thing.” Again, 
“Eternal smiles his emptiness betray, 
As shallow streams run dimpling all 

the way.” 

However, it was better for bim to 
copy than to attempt original compo- 
sition for a sufficiency of typical ori- 

inality can be found in the Cazan 
incident. 

He speaks of a “ peculiar kind of 

atriotism,” and well he may. For 
indeed it is a peculiar kind which will 
actuate a man to place a blemish upon 
any section of the county in which he 
lives. If true patriotism had been his 
guiding spirit he would have found 
out by wire, by telephone, or other- 
wise what were the true conditions, 
and finding out would haye acted 
according to reason. 

In fact the local correspondent dis- 
tinctly atuted small-pox was reported 
in Ohandos and vicinity, but this was 
ignoved to accept a piece of possip 
more acceptable, The same corres 
pondent also stated what Pee 
ary measures had been 1 opted, but 
he apparently preferred an opportun- 
ity to yent accumulated spleea upon 
our wuthorities, stimuatizing them 
“ignorant and negligent.” We are 
not so ignorant that we cannot always 
recognize the tactics of yellow journal- 
ism iv publishing large head lines of 
sensationalism to be followed V 
obscure lines of explanation and 
apology. 

In conclusion, let us glunce oyer the 
edition of the Herald and in its dif 
ferent columns we find :

Queen Esther.—The name ‘‘Esther’’ 
ois derived from “‘Istar,’’ tho, name 
sof the great Babylonian goddess, 
nd was given to the heroine of our 
_ Tesson story probably on her becom- 
ing the wife of the Persian king. Her 
-preper Hebrew name was Hadassah 
(comp. Esth. 2. 7). Sho was the 
daughter of Abihail, a Benjamite, 
nd cousin to Mordecai (Esth. 2. 
15!. Wer ancestor, Kish, had been 
among the captives led away from 
_ Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar. Left 
an orphan, Esther was brought up 
‘by her cousin, Mordecai, who held 
an office at shushan in the palace of 
‘the king (Esth. 2. 5-7). King Ah- 
asucrus, the well-known Xerxes of 
Profane history, having divorced his 
wife because of her failing to comply 
with his commands, caused search to 
de made for the most beautiful 
maiden of the realm to become her 
successor, ‘ho choice fell upon FE 
ther, “for the king loved Esther 
above all tho women, and she ob- 
tained graco and favor in his sight 
more than all the virgins; so that 
he set the royal crown upon her 
head, and made her .quecn instead of 
_ Vashti.”” At the counsel of. Mordo- 
cai, Esther did not make known hor 
Parentage and race to the king at 
first (Esth. 10), but Mordecai 
Himself at heart was a loyal Hebrew 
and worshipper of Jchovah. As 
an such, he refused to do reverence to 
_ Haman, the Agagite, who was sec- 
ont to ihe king In authority and to 
Whom all subordinates did obeis- 
ance. ‘This independence of Morde- 
caf, tho Jow, so enraged Haman 
that he planned, not only the death 
of his enemy, but the destruction of 
the entire Jewish people to whom 
Mordecai belonged. That his mur- 
derous purpose was not successfully 
carried out was due to the inter- 
vention of Queen Esther, who, at tho 
risk of hor own life, appeared. in the 
royal judgment chamber of the king, 
interceded for her people, and 
brought about the downfall of Ha- 
man and the deliverance of the Jews.

A CHESS VILLAGE. 


{A Placo in Germany Where 
Children Learn the Game. 


the 


In a plain of the Harz Mountains, 
a few miles distant from the quaint 
old town of Malberstadt, Germany, 
lies the village of Strobeck. The 
jhistory of Strobeck and its people 
has for hundreds of years been as- 
sociated with the game of chess. It 
is a veritable chess village, a nur- 
sery garden for that ancient game. 

rom earliest childhood the hoys 
and girls are made familiar with 


board and men. At school chess is 
treated as an obligatory sulvject, and 
is taught systematically. As soon 
as pupils have mastered the’ moves 
and the rules of the game, thoy are 
encouraged to undertake the solu- 
tion of chess problems and to invent 
new ones, just as an Iinglish school- 
boy is set to making Latin verse. 

At Laster there are chess examin- 
‘ations and tournaments among the 
school children, Three awards of 
honor in the shape of chess-boards 
bearing tho inscription, ‘‘Vhe Re- 
}ward of Industry,”’ are given by the 
village community. These tourna- 
ments are attended by lovers of 
chess from far and near. During the 
last half-century several chess con- 
gresses of wide interest have “also 
been held at Strobeck, 

Irom.a very early time the Stro- 
|beckers have had the privilege of 
challenging to a game of chess any 
prince or nobleman or exalted per- 
sonage who happens to pass through 
their village. In the year 1651 the 
“Great Elector’’ of Brandenblurg was 
challenged in this way, and in mem- 
ory of the event presented to the 
villagers a carved board and a sect 
of silver chessmen, still preserved. 

How chess became the ruling pas- 
sion of Strobeck has never been as- 
certained, but the legend most gen- 
erally believed sets forth that in the 
eleventh century a famous political 
|prisoner was confined in an ancient 
;tower which still stands in the cen- 
tre of the village. ‘lime hung heavy 
jon his hands, and being a lover of 
‘chess, he begged for a set of men. 
|None was to be had. ‘Then the pris- 
oner carved a sect for himself, 

But he must have antagonists, One 
by one his warders Icarned the gnme. 
The peasants of the village were 
taking turns to guard him. Soon 
they all knew how to play, and all 
became enthusiasts.

A thrifty animal, full of robust 
health and vigorous strength, is 
more capable of resisting the poison 
of contagious diseases successfully 
than the unthrifty animal. 

Ii there are any sick or unthrifty 
sheep in the flock, separate them 
and if possible, market them in 
some way. It will not pay to win- 
ter them. 

In buying sheep to feed this win- 
ter, buy good ones, The value of 
the feed is the same whether fed to 
good sheep or poor ones; the differ- 
ence in the profits will be with the» 
former. 

With the sheep selected for breed- 
ing, the natural growth and char- 
acter of the wool of the animals to 
be mated should be a matter of first 
class importance. 

The best intereflts of sheep hus- 
bandry does not so much call for 
extraordinary weights as they 
for the production of muttons of 
moderate weight and choice quality. 

Valuable as blood is in breeding, 
it has a very necessary adjunct end 
that is, individual merit. DPedigreo 
is of little value in itself unless 
backed by individual merit. :

BLEW UP WRONG SAFE. 


Disappointment for Burglars in 
Montreal Suburb. 
‘A despatch from Montreal says: 


Early Wednesday morning a band of 
thieves broke into the Outremont 
Town Hall and blew up one of the 
safes.

MAY LOSE ALASKA STRIP. 


United States Has Fears for Its 


Territory.

FINLAND IN REVOLT. 


The Czar Must Grant Demands or 
Fight. 


‘A despatch from Helsingfors, Fin- 
land, says:—Vhe whole of Finland is 
in open revolt. The citizens of most 
of the towns have arrested the police 
and are themselves carrying out the 
duty of protecting life and property. 


The Russian authoritics are power- 
less. Communication is everywhere 
stopped. Communication between 


Stockholm and Finland by sea was 
stopped on Wednesday. 

The revclution has thus far pro- 
ceeded absolutely without bloodshe1. 
None of the Russian officials resisted 
deposition. The gendarmes and po- 
lice quietly surrendered their arms 
to the citizens, who are keeping or- 
der. ‘The revolutionary leaders do 
not aim at independence. They are 
willing to remain under Russian sov- 
ereignty. They seek only to re-estab- 
lish the constitutional rights existing 
before the imposition of the hated 
Russifying decrees, with such demo- 
cratic additions as are suited to mo- 
dern needs, including universal suf- 
frage. An appeal will be made to 
St Petersburg to grant the conces- 
sions demanded. ‘The appeal will not 
be offensively worded, but it will be 
tantamount to an ultimatum, — with 
which the Czar must comply if re 
wishes to peaceably remain Grand 
Duke of Finland, It is hoped that 
Russia wili not attempt to dragoon 
the Finlanders into submission, but 
they are prepared to accept the con- 
sequences of their present acts.

plunderers. Some wealthy residents 
and the wives of officers paid hun- 
dreds of roubles to be landed at 


Oranienbaum, five miles away. 

A regiment of Uhlans was sent from 
St. Petersburg to help in quelling 
the disorders. The first members of 
the regiment who landed were bay-} 
onetted and the rest joined the mu- 
tincers. Some other soldiers also 
joined them, making a total of 5,000 
mutinous troops. What part the civ- 
dlian workers took in the rising is 
not clear, but apparently great num- 
bers joined the mutineers, The fight- 
ing seems to have been between the 
Jatter and the loyal troops. 'Ten un- 
popular officers are among the killed. 
Tho total number of casvalties can- 
not be estimated,

Ezra—Nehemiah.—The books Ezra 
and Nehemiah together record events 
of two most important epochs in the 
history of the Jewish people. The 
first of these epochs covers the period 
of the return from captivity and the

Shushan—One of the three capitals 
of the Persian empire. It had form- 
erly been the capital of the kingdom 
of Elam, whose territory stretched 
along the shores of the Persia gulf 
east of the Tigris River. The king- | 
dom of Blam is mentioned in Gen, | 
14. 1. It was conquered by Assur- 
bani-pal Who destroyed the capital 
city of Shushan. Darius Hystaspes 
rebuilt the city and made it His royal 
residence and capital.

minh, if not actually his real brother,

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YOUTHFUL BURGLAR PROUD 
OF HIS “BUSINESS.” 


Prepares a Statement Relating 
His Experiences—Says He 
Would Kill, 


The two boy burglars, Albert 
Benoit and Rudolph Goyette, aged 
about seventeen years respectively, 
who. broke jail at St. Hyacinthe, 
Que., a few days ago, are now once 
more safely behind bars, but their 
retaking has revealed a miost remark- 
able case of criminal precociousness. 
While a posse of police were out 
scouring the country the youth broke 
into Chicoyne'’s store at St. Charles, 
No clue was left, but Detective La- 
point happened to be in the vVillaze 
of St. Mathais, when the fugitives 
came walking up the strect and were 
placed under arrest before they were 
aware of the presence of the officer. 
After being taken back to St. Hya- 
cinthe Benoit, who seems to have 
been the leader, made a signed state- 
ment, in part as followsi— 

“T gave only been a burglar about 
threo months, but I have travelled 
over the greater part of America 
since I left school. I had always 
been a great reader of dime novels, 
pertaining to burglars and highway- 
men, and the conviction gradually 
grew on mo that if the business was 
Properly conducted it would he 4 
Very profitablo one, with great 1re- 
wards in it and little chance of cap- 
ture. My start in my new business

Master Workman, ‘ 
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YOUNG CATTLE IN WINTHR. 


Tho care of young cattle during 
winter has much to do with the pro- 
fits resulting from the businvss, says 
Mr. John Begg. There are several 
things necessary in this business any 
one of which if neglected will reduce 
the profits very materially and 
some es discourage the owner so 
much he will declare the business 
unprofitable and quit it entirely, 
when the real trouble was not in the 
business, but rather in a lack of 
understanding of its details. The 
first thing is an adaptability for 
cattle growing. Without this the 
business will be wearisome when it 
should be pleasure. The cattle busi- 
ness must be operated like anything 
else by one who has some liking for 
it. Without this, failure generally 
results, Another important feature 
in this business is to have the right 
kind of stock to begin with. Too 
little attention is given to this 
many who try to make money 
raising stockers and feeders for 
trade. 

The crossing of the milk and 
breeds has rendered the selection of 
stcckers a good deal more difficult 
than in earlier years, when the in- 
termingling of the brecds was not 
so common as now. There is scarce- 
ly a locality where we do not find 
a large portion of the young cattle 
possessing a certain per cent. of the 
blood of some o? the milk breeds in 
their veins, and wherever this is 
true very little can be gained: by 
feeding this class of stuff during the 
winter months. But in localities 
Where any one of the beef breeds pre- 
dominates or even a mixture of these 
with each other by crossing them, | 
young cattle may be handled with 
profit by anyone whose tastes and | 
circumstances are such as to justify 
him in carrying on the form of live 
steck farming. 

After having secured the number of 
young cattle desired of the right 
kind, the next thing is to care for 
them. This requires judgment and 
industry if success is desired. The 
later fall months, October and No- 
vember, is the time when a decided 
shrinkage is likely to take place if 
especial care is not taken to prevent 
it. A little extra feed should he 
given at this season when the pas- 
tures begin to fall and lose their 
succulent character. I have  prac- 
tised feeding a little grain while the 
animals are on grass at this time 
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in which the meat is cooked, but sot 
it back to let the fat 1 , after tho 
removal of which the broth is used 
to make a mash for my hens and 
fresh-water employed for the scrap- 
ple. This makes a more palatable, 
easily digested 
the hens the meat broth, for which 
they fill my egg basket. I always 
‘salt their mash, but never feed pep- 
per, egg foods, condition powders or 
condiments of any kind, IT give them 
an occasional drink of warm dish 
water, unless soapy, especially if I 
have washed greasy utensils. 

Walnuts and hickory nuts are 
crushed and fed occasionally and the 
bones of all the meat we uso are 
pounded fine With a hammer and 
fed. Wheat is usually fed in the, lit- 
ter as a morning feed, when the 
mash is not given. During January, 
Yebruary and March, my 25 hens 
laid 52 dozen eggs for my care and 
trouble. 


FARM NOTES, 


A nice, neat and thrifty-looking 
dooryard may not be the source of a 
great deal of money, but, neverthe- 
less, it does bring a great deal of 
comfort, enjoyment and appreciation 
from others. 

With ordinary use a carriage re 
tains its freshness longer than if 
allowed to stand for long periods in 
the shed. If the latter is necessary 
the vehicle should be drawn out oc- 
casionally into some shady place and 
should also be washed occasionally. 

Now-a-days every effort is made, 
from the time the milk leaves’ the 
udder of the cow until it is left at 
the home of the consumer) to ob- 
serve two rules, viz., keep ty nit 
clean, and keep it cold. It the 
housewife’s duty to see that these 
rules are still observed in the house- 
hold. If she does not, the milk will 
lose its wholesomeness and palata- 
bility, and the fault will lie, not 
with the long suffering milkman, but 
with herself. 

Cream which has been ripened at a 
high temperature usually gives but- 
ter which is soft when churned. It 
has a_ greater tendency to retain 
moisture, while that which has been 
slowly and thoroughly cooled before 
churning will give firmer butter, 
which drains more readily than when 
quickly cooled just before churning, 
even though the temperature of 
churning may be exactly the same. 
Gutter churned at a high tempera- 
ture retains much more moisture. 
In farmhouses where there is no 
deep well and ice is not procurable, 
a good deal of difficulty is experi- 
enced. In such cases, the cream 
should be thinner then usual when 
churned, so that the grains will not 
gather too quickly. ‘he size of the 
grain, too, is an important factor. 
It should be sufficiently large to al- 
low the buttermilk to drain quickly 


with some additional forage, cither 
corn fodder or hay. Fodder is much 
bitter at this time, as it is fresher 
and is not bleached much and is 
very much relished by the young cat- 
tle. As the pastures decline and the 
Weather becomes colder, this ration 
of forage should be increased so 
that when the time comes to yard 
the cattle they will experience very 
little, if any, change, either in diet 
or other conditions. When this pro- 
cess is followed, scarcely any shrink- 
age Will take place. Otherwise they 
ave likely to lose as much .from 
shrinkage caused by change of feed 
end other conditions as they will 
gain during the first half of the win- 
ter A,very small grain ration will 
suffice to keep this class of young 
stock in good, thrifty condition dur- 
ing the winter months. 


YEEDING FOR WINTER EGGS. 
My method of feeding may not 
tomply with poultry experts’ rules, 
but it brings results, writes Annie 
Hoflarth. My small ordinary poul- 
try house usually contains about 25 
hens and one cock. As I have no 
scratching shed, the hens go to the 
barn close by for the necessary  ex- 
ercise. Two or three mornings each 
week they get a warm mash oftener 
in stormy weather, For the mash I 
cook and mash small potatoes or 
turnips, and add corn meal, chopped 
wheat or rye, or wheat bran. enough 
to make the mash crumbly. Doubt- 
less it would be bettor if the mash | 
Were composed of the right constitu- 
ents to form a balanced ration. 

If the weather is too cold for out- 
door strolling, I feed wheat at noon, 
scattered in loose straw in an empty 
box stall, At night, in cold wea 
ther, they have all the whole warm- 
ed corn they will eat up cloan, Sev- 
cral times datly clean, warm water 
is given. When wo butcher, every 
stray) of meat is carefully saved to 
feed the hens, All the cars, feet 
noses and other waste material is 
ecoked, stacked oway and pounded 
up with a hammer to feed two or 
threo times oa week. The livers 
lungs, kidneys, ete, are chopped 
fincly and fed raw, care being used 
to not overfeed In Washing the 
meat for sausage, and in washing 
the vessels used in preparing it and 
the lard, the beat of the water which

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FIRST ENGLISH BIPLE. 


No Entire Copy of the Book Now 
in Existence. 


Three hundred and seventy years 
ago, on October 4, 1585, the print- 
ing of the first English Bible was 
completed.

Paul’s First Epistle to the Corin- 
thians.—The church at Corinth, 
which had been founded by Paul, was 
composed partly of Jews and partly 
of Gentiles, Many of its members 
had but recently been converted from 
heathenism and idolatry, It was na- 
tural, therefore, that after the apos- 
tle’s departure questions of dispute 
and some disorders in practice and 
life should arise. Reports of such 
disputes and disorders reached Paul 
and prompted him to write a letter 
of admonition and counsel to his 
Corinthian converts. The first opis- 
tle was written probably from Ephe- 
sus in tho spring of the year 57 A. 
dD. A large portion of this epistle 
deals with personal matters. Within 
the church some had arisen wuo 
fought to disparage Paul’s apostolic 
authority; and hence, in the first 
chapters and again in the ninth chap- 
ter, where he has occasion to refer 


to his own practice in certain mat- 
ters, ho lays great emphasis upon 
his call to, and qualifications for, 


the apostolic office. Among the ques- 
tions of dispute in the Corinthian 
as the attitude which those!

try were to take toward the question 
of cating food part of which had 
been dedicated to idols. 'The outline 
of the apostle’s argument at this

To the Editor of Tuk Review. 

The death of the late Dr. Warden, 
the general agent of the Presbyterian 
chureh in Canada, which took place 
on Sunday last in Toronto, has been 
largely commented on by the press 
hroughout Canada, but it may not be 
uninteresting to some of your Presby- 
terjan readers to learn of some per- 
sonal experiences that have come to 
the writer of this letter. He was a 
great man, Our church has within a 
few y I was going to say lost,but 
there no doubt it would be much 
more fitting to say that from the act- 
ive membership of our church there 
had passed from the duties of this life 
some of her most eminent seryants,— 
and they were not—for God had taken 
them, Judging from a human stand- 
Int, how is the chureh to fill places 
ade yacant by the passing of such 
nen as Dr. MeVicar, of Montreal, Dr. 
jrant, of Kingston, Dr. Robertson, of 
the North-west, Principal Cayan, of 
Toronto, and now Dr, Warden, one of 
the great—if not the greatest—finan- 
cial powers of our church, No doubt 
it is true as it has been through all 
time, ‘No person is so important 
that their place cannot be filled.” My 
first personal acquaintance with Dr. 
Warden was shortly after he assumed 
the duties of General Agent for the 
church in 1896, and was brought about 
by an appointment made to consult 
on some church matters, I was at the 
time iuspressed by two things: One 
was, though knowing him to be a 
more than ordinary busy man, he 
seemed to be most anxious to give the 
fullest consideration te the matter on 
hand; the other was, the extraordin- 
ary knowledge he possessed of every 
branch of the question on hand. My 
special knowledge was only a part of 
his complete information, His careful 
consideration was only exceeded by 
his courtesy. Later on [met him on 
one of the committees of the church, 
There was, as is generally the case, a 
tendency to much desultary conyersa- 
tion. It was interesting to note how, 
apparently without effort, he directed 
the work of the Committee into its 
practical channel, and what appeared 
at first a most difficult matter soon be- 
caine, under bis lucid explanations 
and suggestions unanimously and sat- 
isfactorily settled. I had often the 
opportunity since of seeing and hear- 
ing him in the courts of the General 
Assembly, but on two special occa- 
sions I was present and shared in the 
deep impressions made upon his audi- 
ences. One was at Toronto and listen- 
ing to his address at the close of his 
Moderatorship at the General Assem- 
bly. It was a wonderful resume of the 
work of the church and prophetic 
hopes for her future, Chancellor Bur- 
wash, of the Victoria College and one 
of a deputation from the Methodist 
church that waited on the General As- 
sembly, said it was one of the most re- 
markable pronouncements he had 
ever listened to, for, while it came 
from the head of agrent religious 
body, it was a message to the workers 
of the Christian churches in Canada, 
and its spirit was not denominational 
but in the name of the great Head of 
the Church, Forward!” ‘The other 
occasion veferred to was in Hamilton 
at a meeting of the General Assembly 
where he introduced the Century 
Fund moyement for the Presbyterian 
church, Century Fund schemes were 
rife in the Old Country and in the 
United States, and were commencing 
to be discussed in Canada but with no 
enthusiasm as to procedure. On the 
other hand there was a tendency to 
deprecate the movement, ‘The church 
had already on hand many_problems 
to solye,” said some. Dr. Grant dis- 
couraged it,for among the *problems” 
were Queen's College, and there was 
the North-west Home Missions, and 
other matters of grave importance. 
It was asked occasionally among 
Presbyterian people, *' what does Dr, 
Warden think of it?” generally the 
fecling was the Church was not equal 
to the $1,000,000 Fund. There was a 
notice put of the order paper for a 
discussion of this question, It was 
early in the meetings of Assembly. 
There was a full attendance of Coin- 
missioners at the proper time, Dr, 
Warden rose to moye the resolution 
to creato a Cen EEEY, Fund of $1,000,000, 
Glancing around the Church there did 
not seem to be a simple supporter of 
the Fund, Dr. Grant, an Ex- 
Moderator, was on the platform with 
others who» had expressed untayor- 
able opinions. There would be a 
*fleld day.” As Dr, Warden rose 
qnietly in his pluce not a cheeror note 
of applause greeted him, He com- 
menced by pointing out how other 
Ohurchesa bad been stirred on this 
question, How the demand for 
special effort in the Cause of Christ 
was finding ity way among the differ- 
ent Obristian denominations, and how 
that in Bogland,Scotiand and Ireland, 
response bud been mide, not only by 
the vich, but by the poor in their 
poverty, Then he turned tothe needs 
tor the effort. How the needs of the 
poor in thereat citiesof the old world 
had stirred the hearts of the people, 
How from the ranks of therefined had 
gone for the consecrated men and 
women to work for the Master, Then 
he turned to Canada, He pictured 
our privileges, our opportunities, our 
duties, the wonderfal liberties we 
enjoyed, the wonderful country given 
tous, Dr. Warden was notan Orutor 
in the sonse that we generally accept, 
but as be went on from step to step 


he seemed to be filled with the spirit 
gf the appeal he was making, and the 
offect on his audience Was marvellous,

COST OF AMMUNITION. 


Expense Has Greatly Increased of 
Late. 


The cost of ammunition in a mod- 


ern battle is much greater than is 
commonly imagined, With the in- 
crease in the range of modern 9 orl- 


nunce the expense has naturally gone 
up steadily. The first rifled cannon 
of 16 centimetres (64 inches) calibre 
could not carry further than 6,600 
yards. In 1870 a range of 8,500 
yards was attained, In 1875, by 
using steel guns, 12,000 yards was 
reached, and, by increasing the vali- 
bre, 15,000 yards was attained. 
Since this time, by using new pow- 
ders and by lengthening the guns, 
the range has steadily grown. In 
1888, on the occasion of the jubilee 
of Queen Victoria, the English  ar- 
lillcrists at Shoeburyness fired a

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DISHASE AMONG SWINE, 


Some rowers are complaining 
that discase is more prevalent 
umong swine than it was years ago, | 
They are asking why it should 
so, and Want 
can be done 
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be 
to know if anything 
to lessen 


the tendency }| 


to disease and the consequent loss 
to which it leads, writes Prof. | 
Thomas Shaw, 

That discase should increase with 


the incre: 


in the number of swine 
is to be looked for, It 
comes fru:a the greater opportunity 
\ in 
crease in numbers always brings 
with it. Nevertheless, swine are not 
nearly so free from disease as they 
ought to be, or as they would be, 


if reared under suitable sanitary 
jconditions. Swine suffer from trou- 
bles that arise from two Sources, 


viz: ailments that come through in- 
|considerate treatment and those that 
come through discases that are com- 
municable. The former will be dis- 
cussed in this paper. 

The most frequent. losses are those 
Which arise from mistakes in feed- 
ing. These are of a character that 
are more or léss indirect, and they 
are felt most in the injury which re- 
sults in breeding properties. ‘This 
is one of the gravest mistakes of 
swine huskandry. It centers in feed- 
ing an unlyalanced ration. The 
greatest harm is done hy feeding an 
excess of carbonaceous food, that is, 
food which produces heat and fat 
mainly. : 

Weed swine continuously for sever- 
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al generations almost exclusively 
on corn, barley or ryc, and they 
will grow less in size, in vigor, and‘ 
their breeding qualities will deteri- 
orate, Novertheless, all these foods 
may be fod with the greatest pos- 
sible benctit for any nutnber of gen- 
erations, if fed along with other suit- 
able food. 
such feeding usually occurs in 
young litters, which come into the 
world delicate and lacking in vigor. 
MISTAKES IN BREEDING.

The 45-ton guns can be fired at least 
one hundred and fifty times, At the 
Essen factories they can be bullt 
for $36,800, The price of each shot 
does not excced $500, Finally, for 
less powerful arms the prices fall 
to $170, $85 and $65 for each shot.

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somothing in development, or her 
j litter will lose similarly, or both re- 
sults will follow. These may not 
be very apparent in a single genera- 
tion, but they grow in time through 
cumulative influence to be serious. 
This practice more than any other, 
probably, has proved a fruitful 
source of loss in swine, 

Yhis loss is more felt in young lit- 
ters. It is not meant that the loss 
arises so much from want of exer- 
‘cise in tho young progeny as from 
Want. of exerciso in the dam. But 
it does ariso to some extent even 
with young litters. The disoase 
known as thumps in young pigs, is 
a trouble which arises from want of 
exercise in connection with too Jib- 
eral feeding. An excessively fatty 
condition under the circurnstances 
leads to A weak condition of heart 
action. 

When the dam does not get suMeci- 
ent exercise, her progeny will not be 
strong. There may be serious trou- 
ble with both sow and dam, while 
they are ceming into the world. ‘The 
problem of exercise for sows in win- 
tor is one of tho most dilficult that 
tho swine grower has to contend 
with in cold climates. Thoso in 
mild areas do not have to contend 
with it at all, With the former, it 
should be made a matter of careful 
thought. 

Tho loss from too close breeding is 
a very common one, though ‘iho 
that arising from breeding from im- 
maturo sires it may not be imredli- 
ately perceptible. Some growers of 
swino simply select a sire from one 
ot their own litters, regardless of 
the fact that he may be of close kin 
to every sow on the farm, as these 
are prowvably from the same sire. The 
thought, it may be, does not occur 
to them. 

The process is sometimes repeated 
‘and thus the close breeding is — in- 
tensified. In choosing such sires, 
size is frequently the leading factor 
in determining choice to the neglect 


of more important considerations 
In such instances where the sires 
are grades, the infusion of other 
blood, that is, the blood of some 
other vigorous breed if well chosen 
as to form, Would work  groat 


changes in the line of improvement. 
The large Yorkshire or tho Tam-

Introductory Note.—After the time 
of fasting and prayer referred to in 
our lesson for November 19 Neho- 
mish, tho king’s cupbearer, laid the 
matter of his deepest concern, name- 
ly, the desolate condition of Jerusa- 
Jem, before King Artaxerxes and re- 
ceived permission from him to go in 
Person to Jerusalem for a period of 
years to rebuild the city and its 
walls. The king also gave to Nehe- 
miah letters addressed to tho gover- 
nors of the provinces through which 
he was to pass, together with an es- 
cort of horsemen and foot soldiers 
to insure his safe and unhindervd 
journey, while a letter to Asaph,

house, and for the wall of the city, 
and for a private dwelling for him- 
Self (comp. Neh. 2. 8). Arriving at

MINING FOR A METEOR. 


‘kansas Venture That Promises 
Re Great Wealth. 


A remarkable mining projoct is be 
ing carried out near Diabolo canon 
in Arkansas by the Standard Tron 
Company; of New York, The object 
of the company is to unearth and 
smelt a gigantic meteor which lies 
buried there.
